Hospital Cost Containment 
and the Architect 

Hospital Cost Containment and 
the Architect was the subject of 
an AIA position paper recently 
approved by the AIA Board of 
Directors. Legislation currently 
before the Congress could 
sharply limit or even halt hospital 
construction. The AIA Committee 
on Architecture for Health 
developed the paper after care- 
fully analyzing the proposed 
legislation and its rationale. The 
AIA position supports the current 
law (P.L. 93-641), but recom- 
mends strengthening its staffing 
with qualified analysts and adapt- 
ing certain techniques of analysis 
such as life costing. 


Significantly, the supporting 
material established that the 
impact of the construction dollar 
on a 25 year life-cycle total cost 
is only 8.3 certs. Collaterally, a 
5% added capital expenditure for 
energy conservation equipment 
or modification producing a 20% 
energy consumption savings 
reduces the total cost of hospital 
care, over that life-cycle of 25 
years.
